'Gen. Raum, the Commissioner of 
Pensions, has issued, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior, the 
foljowing rules and regulations for the 
information and government of persons 
making application for pension under 
the pension act approved June 27,1890: 
All pensions under this act will com- 
mence from the date of filing the ap- 
plication (executed after the passage of 
the act) in the Pension Bureau, 


No application or declaration will 
be good if executed before June 
27 
(dale of the act) or if not in the form, 
substantially, pi escribed by the Secre- 
tary. 


I)ischarge certificate need not be fil- 
ed until callcd for. 


The rates of this law,are not affect- 
ed by the rank of the soldier. 


The act provides the following rates: 
For dependent father or mother, gi23 
the widow, $8, and $2 additional for 
each child 6i soldier under 16 years, 
and if the widow dies the child or chil- 
dren 
can 
draw 
such 
pension. 
The 
soldier is entitled to any rate from $6 
to $10, according to inability to earn 
a support. 


A pensioner under existing laws may 
apply under this one, or a pensioner 
under this one may apply under other 
laws but can draw only one pension at 
the same time. 


In dependent parents' case, ( i ) That 
the soldier died of wound, injury or 
disease, \Vhich under prior laws would 
have given him a pension, 
(2) That 
he left no wife or minor child. 
(3) 
That mother (or father) is at present 
dependent upon her (or his) own man- 
ual labor, of the cc^ntributions of others 
not legally bound for her (or his) sup- 
port. 


This law requires ui a^'soldier's case; 
(r)' An houoraWe'discrfSrge.""{2)'That 
he served 
at. least ninety days. 
(3) 
A permanent physical or mental ina- 
bility to earn a support, but not due to 
vivious habits, 
(It need not have orig- 
inated in the service.) 


In case of a widow: ( i ) That the sol- 
dier served at least ninety days. 
(2) 
That 
he was honorably 
discharged. 
(3) Proof of death, but it need not have 
been the result of his army service. (4) 
That the widow is without other means 
ot support than her day labor. 
(5) 
That she married soldier prior to June 
27, 1890, dale of act. 


The rules and regulations of the de- 
partment 
will 
govern applicants and 
attorneySi 


The fee shall in no case be greater 
than $10, and only as shall be agreed 
upon between the claimant and agent. 


The old soldiers who are entitled to 
pensions under 
the bill are likely to 
have their claims adjudicated prompt- 
ly. 
It is estimated that under this law 
fully a quarter of Sr million peisons will 
be added to the pension lolls. 
Gen. 
Raum, Commissioner of Pensions, who 
is making every possible effort to meet 
this emergency says: " A n additional 
allowance of some forty-four clerks has 
been 
asked for, because the 
present 
force has all it can do now. 
The new 
law will according to the Senate esti- 
mate, put 300,000 more cases on the 
rolls. 
Of course this calculation 
is 
more or less inaccurate. 
There are to 
be ten more examiners I believe, and 
the others to be divided through the 
various grades of clerks. 
No new di- 
vision 
is 
to 
be 
created, 
but the 
work will be so divided that cases un- 
der the 
law will move right 
along 
abreast of the old cases. 
It would be 
unjust to make 
claimants under this 
latest act wait and take their turn. So 
instead of putting the new cases behind 
the rest, we will begin work on them 
at once and carry them right through 
as fast as possible. 
Cases that are well 
presented in which there are no unfav- 
orable 
circumstances, 
may 
be 
got 
through and adjudicated in 
month." 


A large number of applications for 
pensions under the new law have been 
already received at the pension office, 
but tlv; haste has been such in many 
cases that the applications will not be 
accepted.

wives and two children each. The men 
could have easily swam ashore or been 
saved by retaining hold of the boat,but

Mrs. 
Thompson had her two children in her 
arms when the boat sank and vainly 
endeavored to keep above water and 
save both the little ones, but finding it 
meant death to all she let one of the 
litte ones drown and managed to float 
until assistance came. 
Mrs. Smith also 
lost a little child, but her 15-year-old 
son 
Robert, 
with 
much 
heroism, 
saved both his own lile and that of his 
mother by swimming with her until a 
neighboring skiff arrived. 


Prof. 
Samuel 
Black, an 
aeronaut, 
met with a horrible death Friday after- 
noon 
at Beardstown, Ills. 
When at 
the height of 400 feet in his ascent, he 
signalled that he was about to descend, 
but something seemed 
to have gone 
wrong with his parachute. 
A few min- 
utes later a thin stream of smoke was 
seen issuing from the parachute, which 
in a few seconds burst into flame, sev- 
ering the parachute from the balloon 
and 
the aeronaut 
was

through the air at a frightful speed.

It 
causes an inflammatory condition of the 
blood beeaase of the excess of carboa- 
aceous matter in it, and thus produces 
the^class of diseases known as anthrax or 
charbon, both of these words meaning 
coal or carbon, from, the dark color of 
the blood. Sometimes the disease takes 
the form of croup or diphtheria, when 
the head swells and becomes red or 
black and the throat is filled. with a false 
membrane. The oalv remedy is to avoid 
the cause. — 2few Yer^Tlmet. 


TYTXG CP CABBAGES. 


"ilietyiDg up of the leaves of ~ early 


cabbages is much practiced by the Loa- 
doa cabbage groovers, and aii English 
gardening authorhysays it is to be much 
commended. 
The operation is a simple 


one, just, in fact, similar to that adopted 
la the case of Cos lettuces. The sofc 
outer leaves are folded carefully around 
the heart or centre of the plant, and the 
whole is bound crmly with a wythe or 
piece of bast. 
The centre being -pro- 


tected from the weather, the cabbages 
hearc sooner by tvro or three weeks than 
they otherwise would do, and they are 
more easily handled in gathering and 
packing for market. 
Compact little 


cabbages are always preferable to loose 
«mes. — Seta Tark Witnts** 


SOAD-SIAXEXG. 


In an address read before the jlissoun 


State Board of Agriculture were named 
the following general specification for 
public roads: 
'-1. Ail public roads 


should be located on the shortest, cheap- 
est. best and mcsc practicable route be- 
tween the termini, regardless of section, 
quarter-section or farm, lines — especially 
where they materially interfere with pub~- 
lic travel. 2. >fo public road should be 
less than forty feet wide. Less than this 
does not give space for the proper road- 
bed and ditches. 
3. 2vo grade should be 


allowed oa public roads greater thaa one 
foot vertical to Sfteea feet lineal. Steeper 
fhnn this is almost unfit for public travel, 
and dangerous and very difficult to main- 
tain. -i. The read-bed should not be less 
than twenty feefc wide between brims and 
sufficiently elevated above the side 
ditches to secure ample drainage. Ample 
and proper drainage is the great secret of 


roads.1' 


tion against the previously accepted 
theory favorable to burial of manure and 
surface soil by deep plowing; and 
thinking it may be desirable to impress 
upon tyros in tillage an idea of the dis- 
advantages of the practice, he gives, 
through the Farmers? Hecieif. ,thfe ap- 
pended line upon line from his extensive 
and valuable experience: 


"I am a firm, believer in a deep, rich 


soil. At the same time, I dislike very 
much to have more than half aa inch of 
subsoil turned up at any one time. In 
other words, if the soil was not more 
than three inches deep, I would not 
plow more than three and a half inches 
deep at first. If the soil was twelve 
inches deep I should not hesitate to 
plow from six to ten inches deep, the 
depth depending somewhat upon, the 
crops to be grown ca it. But in every 
case (I cannot EOW remember an excep- 
tion) where the subsoil of roy land was 
turned up a couple of inches or more 
deep, at a single plowing, the result 
was very unfavorable. No matter how 
much manure was put on, a full crop 
seemed io be impossible, whether of corn, 
potatoes, cabbage or something else. 
Some grains or vegetables seem to be 
affected more unfavorably than others, 
but the difference is only of degree, the 
fact of at least a partial loss of the crop 
holds good in every single case. If the 
soil is shallow it may and ought to be 
made deep, but it muse be the work of 
years. I know by experience that fairly 
good crops may be grown upon a rather 
light soil, with the riglit kind of fertiliz- 
ing; but if very large yields are to be 
made the rule instead of the exception, it 
is the work of years to so deepen, enrich 
and prepare the soil that it can be accom- 
plished.'"3

~\Vhy do animals need salt? Because 


Jniinal fat is an epitome of mineral and 
vegetable matters, and salt is a medium 
between them — a compound of these 
compounds in certain definite propor- 
tions, and grass and grains do not sup 
ply a sufficient proportion to complete 
the animal compound and are not -there- 
fore complete nutrients. 
Horses fed 


on an excess of grain, in disproportion 
to most Sbroaspiants, will eatthe ground 
with avidity when they can get at it, 
and it supplies, in a measure, a corrector 
of vegetable acidity. 
Salt being a 


chloride of sodium, furnishes both chlo- 
rine and soda, the latter being a neutral- 
izer of excessive acidity, especially de- 
rived from grasses; pampered horses 
should be provided with the following 
, ball,- always within easy reach : First, 
make a strong brine of rock salt with a 
tenth of saltpetre in it : then get a spit 
of pure clay and half a gallon of fresh 
wood ashes, and of these make a mix- 
ture. with sufficient water, and roll into 
a ball and dry. Keep this in a till of the 
manger, clean and always in reach of the 
pet animal, just as the grass and ground 
in bis native wild. 
As I have said, the 


horse is an epitome of all that he will eat 
in health, and this is why thev nourish 
and btaid up each function. — Picayune. 


CAJRE AXD FEEDING SHEEP. 


2s ow, as to yearlings and lambs, TVi«.?r» 


a well-known sheep raiser to the Prairie 
farmer, we prefer feeding them in the 
stables, giving them hay and straw in 
the racks — straw in the morning and hav 
at night — and shelled corn and a lirtfe 
bran. The reason we feed our older 
sheep corn in the ear Is because when 
you feed a sheep pure shelled corn, if it 
is cold and hungry, it is liable to eat it- 
•too fast; whereas, if it has to shall before 
it can eat it, that prevents this, and 
there is ao danger of their scouring. By 
feeding Limbs and yearlings a little bran 
with the corn, it keeps ihern.froai eating 
too rapidly. 


We never feed aay oats to wethers,be- 


cause we never had them to spare, for 
•576 always saved them for our evres and 
yeariiags we were wintering over. In 
other words, the "Shropshires got the 
oats." 
Am. sure, however, they im- 


prove the gain upon the wethers. 


We keep our rains either in a stable 


away from the sight of any shaep, or in 
a. lot where we turn them out for a short 
time each day for esercise. We do not 
let them fret any more than we can help, 
by keeping everything as quiet as possi- 
ble around .the stable. We prefer using 
a teaser for the beneSt of the rams. We 
feed them bran and oats, with a little 
oil-seal mixed with it. The quantity to 
bs fed depends a liitlc upon the condi- 
tion of the rams, and how they eat up 
"their feed. We give them something 
green every day — cabbage, grass, etc.. 
•with plenty of good clover hay, always 
giving free access to plenty of fresh 
Tvater.

Sometimes the disease takes 
the form of croup or diphtheria, when 
the head swells and becomes red or 
black and the throat is lilled with a false 
membrane.

TYING OT CABBAGES. 


"ilietj'ing up of the leaves of ^ early 
cabbages is much practiced by the Lon- 
don cabbage growers, and an English 
gardening authority says it is to be much 
commended. 
The operation is a simple 
one, just, in fact, similar to that adopted 
in the case of Cos lettuces. 
The soft 
outer leaves arc folded carefully around 
the heart or centra of the plant, and the 
whole is bound lirmly with a wythe or 
piece of bast. 
The centre being -pro- 
tected from the weather, the 
cabbages 
heart soonef by two or three weeks than 
they otherwise would do, and they are 
more easily handled in gathering and 
packing for market.

IlOAD-JtAKINQ. 


In an address read before the ulissoim 
State Board of Agriculture were named 
the following general specification for 
public roads: 
All public roads 


should be located on the shortest, cheap- 
est, best and most jKacticable route be- 
tween the termini, legardless of section, 
quarter-section or farm lines—especially 
where they materially interfere with pub- 
lic travel. 
2. No public road should be 
less than forty feet wide. Less than this 
does not give space for the proper road- 
bed and ditches. 
3. No grade shduldbe 
allowed on public roads greater than one 
foot vertical to fifteen feet lineal. Steeper 
than this is almost unlit for public travel, 
and dangerous and very diflicult to main- 
tain. 
4. The road-bed should not be less 
than twenty feet wide between brims and 
Buflicienlly elevated 
above 
the 
side 
ditches to secure ample drainage. Ample 
and proper drainage is the great secret of 
ijood roads." 


SALT VOli ANIMALS. 


Why do animals need salt? 
Because 
'jmimal fat is an epitome of mineral and 
vegetable matters, and salt is a medium 
between them—a compound of these 
compounds in certain definite propor- 
tions, and grass and grains do not sup 
ply a sufficient proportion to complete 
the animal compound and are not there- 
fore complete nutrients. 
Horses fed 
on an excess of grain, in disproportion 
to most fibrous plants, will eat the ground 
with avidity when they can get at it, 
and it supplies, in a measure, a corrector 
of 
vegetable acidity. 
Salt being a 
chloride of sodium, furnishes both chlo- 
rine and soda, the latter being a neutral- 
izer of excessive acidity, especially de- 
rived from glasses; pampered 
horses 
should be provided v/itli the following 
. ball, alwaj's within easy reach: 
First, 
make a strong brine of rock salt with a 
tenth of saltpetre in it; then get a spit 
of pure clay and half a gallon of fresh 
wood ashes, and of these make a mix- 
ture, with sufficient water, and roll into 
a ball and dry. 
Keep this in a till of the 
manger, clean and always in reach of the 
pet animal, just as the grass and ground 
in his native wild. 
As I have said, the 
horse is an epitome of all that he will eat 
in health, and this is why they nourish 
and bmld up each function.—Ficavunfi. 


CAKK AKD FEEDING SHEEP, 


Now, as to yearjings and lambs, tvinc^ 
a well-known sheep raiser to the 
Prairie 
Farmer^ wo prefer feeding them in the 
stables, giving them hay and straw in 
the racks—straw in the morning and hay 
at night—and shelled corn and a little 
bran. 
The reason we feed our older 
sheep corn in the ear is because when 
you feed a sheep pure shelled corn, if it 
is cold and hungry, it is liable to eat it 
too fast; whereas, if it has to shell before 
it can eat it, that prevents this, and 
there is no danger of their scouring. 
By 
feeding lambs and yearlings a little bran 
with the corn, it keeps them from eating 
too rapidly. 


We never feed any oats to wethers,be- 
cause we never had them to spare, for 
we always saved them for our ewes and 
yearlings we were wintering over. 
In 
other words, the *'Shropsliires got the 
oats," 
Am sure, however, they im- 
prove the gain upon the v/ethers. 


We keep our rams either in a stable 
away from the sight of any sheep, or in 
a lot where we turn them out for a short 
time each day for exercise. 
We do not 
Jet them fret any more than we can help, 
by keeping everything as quiet as possi- 
ble around the stable. 
We prefer using 
a teaser for the benefit of the rams. We 
feed them bran and oats, with a little 
oil-meal mixed with it. 
Tiie quantity to 
be fed depends a little upon the condi- 
tion of the rams, and how they eat up 
their feed, 
We give them 
fiomething 
green every day—cabbage, grass, etc., 
•with plenty of good clover hay, always 
giving free access to plenty of fresh 
water. 


DEEPEN SOIL :BY BLOW DEGREES. 


President Smith, of the Wisconsin 
Horticultural 
Society, had, so long as 
twenty-five years ago, a costly demonstra- 


tion against 
the 
previously nccepW 
theory favorable to burial of manure and 
surface 
soil 
by 
deep plowing; and 
thinking it may be desirable to impress 
upon tyros in tillage an idea of the dis- 
advantages of the practice, he gives, 
through the Farmer^^ Bivieio^ tht? ap* 
pended line upon line from his extensive 
and valuable exjwrience; 


*'I am ft firm believer in a deep, rich 
soil. 
At the same time, I dislike very 
much to have more than half an inch of 
subsoil turned up at any one time. 
In 
other words, if the soil was not more 
than three inches deep, I would not 
plow more than three and a half inches 
deep at first. If the soil was twelve 
inches deep I should not hesitate 
to 
plow from six to ten inches deep, the 
depth depending somewhat upon the 
crops to bo grown on it. 
But in every 
case (I cannot now remember an excep- 
tion) where the subsoil of my land was 
turned up a couple of inches or more 
deep, at a single plowing, the result 
was very unfavorable. 
No matter how 
much manure was put on, a full crop 
seemed to be impossible, whether of corn, 
potatoes, cabbage 
or 
something else. 
Some grains or vegetables seem to be 
affected more unfavorably than others, 
but the difference is only of degree, the 
fact of at least a partial loss of the crop 
holds good in every single case. 
If the 
soil is shallow it may and ought to be 
made deep, but it must be the work ol 
years. 
I know by experience that fairly 
good crops may be grown upon a rather 
light soil, with the right kind of fertiliz- 
ing; but if very large yields are to be 
made the rule instead of the exception, it 
is the work of years to so deepen, enrich 
and prepare the soil that it can be accom- 
plished."

He thinks '-'depression has 


come upon them because they have 
kept m the same old furrows, sowing 
and reaping without diversity."

further claims that the agricultural pro- 
ducts imported in a single year exceed 
zn value uiore than $266,000.000 and 
*bat at least $240,000,000 worth of 
these products could be raised on our 
own farms. There is an old saying 
that it is not wise to place all your eggs 
in one basket, in like manner, ac- 
cording to the argument of Secretary 
Rusk, it is not wise to place the whole 
dependence on wheat, corn and oats 
when it is possible to increase the va- 
riety of products wh-ch the soil is ca- 
pable of producing and for which there 
is a demand in the markets. 


. The Democratic State Convention 
met in Scranton last Wednesday. Eck- 
ley B. Coxe was chosen temporary 
chairman, and William F. Harnty per- 
manent chairman.

"Lolium temulentum, "bearded 


darnel,", also called "poisonous dar- 
nel," inasmuch as the seeds are re- 
puted to be somewhat poisonous, and 
in some botanies this grass is said to 
be the only noxious one known. It is 
an annual grass, introduced from Eu- 
rope, but quite rare in most parts of 
this country- The species may he 
distinguished from "cheat" or "chess" 
by its spikelets or flower clusters 
which, are alternately placed on the 
common axis or raehis, and are sessile 
in the a-yfl. of a single large glume, 
•while in cheat each spikelet is sup- 
ported on a slender pedicel of greater 
or less length."

The life of a potato is from four to ten 
years after the 
first 
full 
development. 
Then it commences 
to '*run 
out," 
farmers express it. 
This is due to its 
continued reproduction from itself, act- 
ing in the vegetable kingdom tho 
same 
as in-breeding does in the animal king- 
dom. 
No sensible 
farmer 
needs 
any 
arguments to convince him whv his sheep

A passably good vine- 
sjar is made from sorghum, and there is 
another kind made from sweetened water 
in which corn has been boiied—either 
kind being better than the acid vinegar 
for sale as the grocery stores. Be par- 
ticularly careful not to buy the sharp,, 
colorlgss liquid usually sold for vinegar- 
for is is really -weak sulphuric acid, and 
highly injurious. I have become quite? 
skeptical aboat ail vinegar offered by- 
grocers, and would advise housekeepers,, 
whenever it is possible to make their ownr 
or purchase of some friend who can make- 
more than she needs for her own use. 


Boil pickles in earthenware whenever 


it is possible. 
Granite ware is next best, 


tor the purpose, and next; to that new- 
tin. 
As soon as the pickles are don& 


they should be removed from the dish in. 
wMch they were cooked, unless earthen- 
ware was used. They should be kept irt 
glass or hard stoneware, and examined 
every month or six weeks. If they do 
seem, to bs keeping well, drain oS the- 
water, scald it, add a cupful of sugar for 
each gallon, and pour it boiling hot over 
the pickles. Repeat this operation three: 
mornings in success, then tie them up 
closely again.. If pickle is well made,, 
however, it should be better at the end. 
of a year than at the end of thre& 
months.—Yankee Blade.

The brass basin sometimes sus- 
pended from the barber's pole (quite 
common in Europe, though rarely seen 
in this country) TV as anciently one of the 
utensils of the barber. It resembles a, 
tin pie pls'f with a seim-cireiisar gap in 
one side to encomp-^ss the threat and so 
prevent the Lither froni soiling the clothes.

Several weeks ago, it will be remem- 
bered, we alluded to a new plant 
found among the wheat in this local- 
ity this summer. 
No one here being 
able to name it correctly, Mr. W. A. 
Himes sent a specimen to the Country 
Gentleman, asking information con- 
cerning it, and the following appear- 
ed in that paper on July 3rd: 


"Lolium 
temulentum, 
"bearded 
darnel,", also called ^'poisonous dar- 
nel," inasmuch as the seeds are re- 
puted to be somewhat poisonous, and 
in some botanies this grass is said to 
be the only noxious one known. 
It is 
an annual grass, introduced from Eu- 
rope, but quite rare in mo&t parts of 
this country. 
The species may be 
distinguished from "cheat" or "chess" 
by its spikelets or flower clusters 
which are alternately placed on thef 
common axis or rachis, and are sessile 
in the axil of a single large glume, 
while in cheat each spikelet is sup- 
ported on a slender pedicel of greater 
or less length."

Oil-cloth is generally considered expsa^ 
aive for a kitchen floor, though many 
continue to use it. 
If so, they can make- 
it last much longer by careful washings 
Soap, a harsh brush or a mop should 
never be applied to an oil-cloth. 
If i t 
should happen to get very dirty use a- 
soft brush and scrub the Avay of the lines. 
But to keep oil-cloth clean ordinarily,thes 
rule is to wipe it first with a damp cloth 
and then with a soft, dry one. 
A very- 
nice way io clean it occasionally is to- 
wash the oil-cloth by first rubbing it over 
with a cloth weV in equal parts of milk, 
and water; then to take another cloth, 
wet in warm water, and go over it again^ 
and then finally with a soft, dry cloth. 
But the cleanest, brightest-looking oil- 
cloth I have ever seen was simply rubbed 
over when needed with a greased rag^ 
This made it look well, kept it fromt 
cracking, preserved the paint, and it. 
lasted for years. 
The rag may be dipped, 
in a little kerosene, if one does not object, 
to the odor, which will pass off, how- 
ever, in an hour or two.—Nexo York.

TO COVEn AN UAfBKELIiA. 


There is a method in the madness of: 
umbrella maker's charges for covering ai>i 
old umbrella frame. 
The maker may 
discourse wisely on tho value of a well' 
and perfectly made frame, which may be- 
^'covered again and again,'* but whem 
that frame is offered for covering it is- 
soon found that it costs as much as tho 
umbrella did originally, and the worn-out 
economist soon finds she must buy a new- 
one, and throw aside for *'sake of the- 
trade'' the cherished frame and hand^ 
some stick. 
It is so easy a matter tci 
cover an umbrella that many ladies now 
do it with perfect ease. Measure the sizQ^ 
of the umbrella to find the width of siU^. 
required, a twenty-six umbrella requiring- 
goods that Avidth, a twenty-four inch- 
goods twenty-four inches, and so on. 
Measure the circumference of the parasoj. 
and allow a few inches over half the 
length of 
material the circumferencq- 
measures. 
Now remove the cover care-^ 
fully. It is well at first to take off only 
one gore. 
Use this for a pattern, and- 
cut tho required number of gores irom it. 
Hem them and sew them in a bag sean^ 
with a machine with a very elastic chain- 
stitch. 
A machine which makes a firm, 
stitch, however suitable for other work,, 
is not as good for this purpose.

chain-stitch machine will do. 
The covei 
must be fastened on the wrong side at. 
the top; then drawn down and sewn ini 
place. 
Examine an old parasol or um- 
brella to see how to do this, and you may 
enjoy a new umbrella at a small cost.

Vegetable Soup-Stock—Glean and cut 
up three or four pounds of carrots, celery, 
turnips, onions, lettuce, parsnips, and 
herbs; put them altogether in a btewpan, 
with some fresh butter and a little water^ 
and stew until water is evaporated anu 
the butter begins to hiss; then fill up with 
fresh v/ater, add nutmeg, pepper, salt, 
and a few green peas; simmer lor three 
hours; strain and keep in a stone crock 
in a cool place until wanted. 


^ Baked Chicken—Cut a chicken up in 
pieces; dip them in beaten egg and bread 
crumbs, well seasoned with pepper, salt,

"iihat have been met with by later travelers 
•were found by Captain Charles Wilkes, 
V, S, N,, m the Kingsmill Islands in tho 
3outh Pacific. They wore a heavy cuirass 
of cocoanut, woven over a bamboo frame- 
work resembling a barrel chair. Besides 
this they inclosed their limbs in a cocoa- 
'Dut network like chain armor. 
The hel- 
met was of the skin of the sea hedgehog. 
The suit is admirably fitted to tear out 
the jagficd sharks teeth set into the 
edges of the murderous wooden swords 
and spears of these islands. 
TJio Kings- 
mill natives acted on tho belief 
that 
their mail was impregnable until Cap- 
tain Wilkes thought it advisable to hang 
V suit in the rigging and riddlo it with 
bullets. 


Japanese differs from European armor 
by not being closcly fitting. It eeemsto 
•-bo rather low in tho scalo, as it is com- 
posed of overlapping plates, a metho' 
/¿hat is frequently followed in the begl 
roing of the making of armor. 


CIXGSilILL ISLAXDER. AliASKAX WARRIOR, 


It seems strange that the Esquimaux 
iiigh up in Behrinsr Strait should feel the 
aeedof armor. 
With plates cut from 
walrus tusk he makes mail put together 
like that of tho Japanese that arc marvels 
Df patience. 
When barrel hopes were to 
be had he sometimes used these instead 
of ivory. 


The Churkchies, on the Siberian side 
Df Behring Strait, had an armor mado of 
bands of sealskin that telescoped like a 
tourist's drinking-cup. They had a shield 
ittachment protecting the sides of tho 
race, also a square breastpiece hinged on 
v\'ith leather thongs. 


^A shield is detached or movable armor. 
While it is tolerably easy to pick out all 
tho tribes that have advanced to the use 
of a protection worn on the body, all tho 
barbarian world use shields. 
Happy was 
bhe Indian that had a '*mcdicinc" shield; 
no bullet or arrow could hurt him, and, 
summit of Indian felicity, it was reputed 
to make him successful in battle and 
horsc-stcaling. 
Tho Indian builalo-hidc 
shield was generally showily decorated 
m colors and trapped with red fiannel, 
scalps, horsc-hair and eagle feathers. 
Sometimes the designs relate tho exploits 
of the owner, or are his own dream de- 
vice, a kind of coat-of-arms. 


African shields compare favorably in 
point of area with a whole suit of armor. 
They are made of raw hide, wood or 
basket and slat work. 
The latter are as 
pretty weaving as can bo found. 
Tho 
Congo negroes 
trusted 
their shields 
against bullets ior a time. One of basket- 
work in tho National Museum has a hole 
mado by a rifie ball that killed the man 
that carried it. 


TJie large round Siamese shields are 
neatly woven of split rattan. 
Long 
wooden shields covered with tufts of 
hair are found among tho head-hunting 
I)^ aks of Borneo. 
The Kew Guinea 
Bhields are of wood, partly covered with 
finely woven basket-work. 


The most wonderful shield in tho 
world is that used by some Australian 
tribes.

ply of the new designs. 
The New York 
house makes its x>rofit from the stamp 
collectors. 
There arc tens of thousands 
of these cranks all over tho world. 
At 
tho end of each j^ear uncanceled Ilondu- 
rian stamps of that year can only bo had 
from the Now York engravers. 
They, 
having a monopoly, mtvlco the collectors 
pav roundly, and, I hear, make a good 
thinir out of it."—N^v) York
